Activity in stock markets is still being 
maintained at an unusually high level for the 
holiday month, and last week saw a further 
acvance in prices of the leading industrial 
shares, which have risen so substantially of 
late. It was said that the fortnightly settle- 
ment, which was completed on Thursday 
lest, was one of the heaviest which has 
been dealt with during August for some 
years past. Market sentiment continues to 
be favourably influenced by factors indi- 
cating a further growth in trade activity, 
among these being a batch of very satisfac- 
tory railway traffics, the new high record 
reached in British rayon production in July, 
the expansion shown in retail trade, and the 


Some of 
the popular industrials, such as Woolworth, 
Turner and Newall, and Leyland Motors, 
reached new high level prices; but there 
were signs that the market is ‘‘boiling ,

period. 


PREPARATIONS BY THE BANK 


Further, the Bank of England continues 
to add to its gold stock at a time when the 
note circulation is declining, thus creating 
the belief that the Central Institution 1s 
preparing for the larger volume of notes 
that may be needed by the increase in in- 
ternal trade, as well as for the possibility of 
a new high record note circulation towards 
the end of the year. Since 1st January last 
the gold influx at the Bank has amounted 
to well over £45,000,000, bringing the total 
holding up to fully £246,000,000. British 
Government Stocks, however, continue to be 
unaffected by the indications of credit ex- 
‘ansion, and apparently the market no 
ia er fears that it will be necessary for the 
banks and other financial institutions to 
realise part of their holdings of gilt-edged 
stocks to meet an increased demand for 
loans. Prices of most of the leading issues 
further rose last week, partly on buying by 
foreigners anxious to place their money in 
safe stocks. A firmer tone ruled in some 
sections of the foreign bond market, French 
securities being favourably influenced by the 
entry of Germany into the group of nations 
in favour of a non-intervention policy in 
Spain, and also by the visit of Dr. Schacht 
to Paris. Very little interest is shown in 
home rails at present, however, although the 
market became steadier after the publication 
of another batch of very satisfactory traffics. 


A REVIVAL IN RUBBER SHARES 


In the more speculative markets there 
has been less activity in Kaffirs, attention 
having been turned towards the West 
African group on reports of developments ch 
various properties. Tea shares have ccn- 
tinued to rise well, owing to the _ better 


of the leading shares showing a fair re- 
covery. A more favourable opinion now 
exists regarding the future of the com- 
modity, the price of which has improved to 
7+td, per Ib. spot.

} that United Kingdom exports of the com-

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BUTTER AND BACON QUIET 


From OUR CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Although the holiday season is now on the 
wane, business in the provision market con- 
tinues gn quiet, consumptive lines; but there 
have been no very marked fluctuations in 
prices during the past week. Consignments 
of butter and bacon from Denmark and 
Sweden to Northern ports last week-end were 
on a rather smaller scale than the previous 
week, but shipments of eggs were very heavy. 
Demand for all classes of bacon has fallen off 
somewhat, and prices of the cheaper meats 
occasionally favour buyers. There is again, 
however, no official change to record in Irish, 
English or Continental cures in this centre. 
The Danish official quotation for butter has 
this week been wired unchanged, and “ top” 
again stands at 227 kroner per 100 kilos. At 
the corresponding period of last year the 
figure was 195 kroner, and in 1934 176 kroner. 
The market closed quiet, but steady, for Irish 
creameries and Continental and Colonial 
makes. Shipments of Australian and New 
Zealand butter on passage to this country 
are appreciably in excess of last year’s cor- 
responding figure. At the same time, stocks 
of butter in New Zealand have decreased from 
19,300 tons on June 30th to 9,400 tons on 
July 3lst. Gradings of New Zealand butter 
during July were seasonally small and 15 per 
cent, under those of a year earlier; but 
stocks at the end of the month were 2,150 
tons above last year’s level. Total New 
Zealand gradings during the season just ended 
attained record figures. The seasonally in- 
creasing production, however, is at present 
lighter than a year ago. Gradings in Aus- 
tralia are increasing, but remain on a smaller 
scale than last year. Conditions in the 
Argentine remain favourable to production. 
All descriptions of eggs are in very g 
supply, and the dower “prices ruling towards 
the end of the week do not appear to have 
stimulated demand to any marked extent. It 
is interesting to note that, owing to the civil 
war in Spain (probably the third largest egg- 
consuming country in Europe), it has meant 
that the regular egg shipments are not bein 
sent there. Supplies which normally would 
be sent to Spain are arriving to this country, 
and the possibility of the market being 
flooded with South American eggs thus 
diverted cannot be overlooked. ices of 
eggs this week have in most cases declined, 
no doubt affected by these influences, and one 
must bear in mind that the imports from this 
country from all sources during July

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IGH on half a century ago my father, 

N penning a chapter of ‘‘The Sunny 

Side of Ireland,” wrote in relation to 

the Curragh of Kildare :—‘‘ Nearby, the town 

of Newbridge acts as a kind of giant com- 

missariat department to the great body of 
troops stationed on the plain.” 

A lot can happen in half a century. The 
Curragh of Kildare still is the training ground 
of troops; but because our [msh Army of 
some six thousand officers and men—one- 
fortieth of the strength of the British Army 
of pre-war days—must needs be distributed 
up and down the country, Newbridge is no 
longer a great supply dépot, with a magnifi- 
cent aisles barracks of its owa. Here, per- 
haps more than in any part of Ireland, has 
the pinch of circumstance been felt in the 
last decade and a half. 

DECAY AND FALL. 

If you divide a plain man’s income into 
forty parts and suddenly take away thirty- 
eight of them the immediate result is poverty, 
misery, and often actual starvation for that 
man and his dependents. Yet this happened 
on a large scale in Newbridge when, nearly 
fifteen years ago, an official of the War Office, 
at the behest of the Irish Treaty-makers, ran 
a single pen-stroke through two names in the 
list of British Army stations. 

“Curragh and Newbridge,” in common 
with other garrisons and districts, disappeared 
from the Army nomenclature of the day ; and 
at that stroke hundreds of families were 
brought face to face with the realisation that 
their livelihood had been just as suddenly 
been taken away. . In the County Kildare 
and adjoining districts thousands of other 
people were indirectly hit by the change. 

CHANGE. 

As you go from Dubiin to the Curragh 
your road bisects Newbridge. On your left 
is the shell of the great barracks, said once 
upon a time to be the finest cavalry barracks 
in Europe. On your right are the shops and 
dwellings, hugging the barrack walls as the 
sea hugs the serrated shore of an island, and 
in the street diving barrack from shop- 
walk you will find no less than four. barbers’ 
shops. <A relic of the tonsoria! cleanliness of 
the average Tommy Atkins, they do in a 
week nowadays as much business as in a day 
formerly. 

This article does not purport to be a dirge 
for. glories departed; rather is it a plain 
story of fact, reciting how, amid the ashes of 
all that Newcastle stood for, a new life and 
a new interest is rising, Pheenix-like, from the 
embers.of other days. 

ACROSS THE YEARS. 

It is true that if you have known, as I 
have known, the tang of army stables, the 
Spartan cleanliness of barrack-room and 
parade ground, and the ordered array of a 
limed and creosoted drill square, there is 
enough in. Newbridge Barracks to-day to 
break a man’s heart; for there, in a place 
once so proud, weeds and nettles stand breast 
high beneath crumbling eaves and sagging 
walls, beset with rag-stuffed windows, seem 
all too weary to uphold the broken rooves 
above them. 

But if neglect has laid its clammy hand

ns the stalls, where once twenty squadrons 
of Army chargers pranced and neighed, there 
are other parts of the barracks wherein pro- 
gress, as represented by native industry, has 
swept away decay. In the western end of 
the barracks three new factories, set in 
modernised buildings, are filled with busy 
workers. 

To every thing its place, however. The 
first thing that a stranger notices as he 
approaches this old military town is, appro- 
priately enough, that Newbridge has a new 
bridge. This is a wide, three-arched struc- 


ture of massed concrete, which has just. been. 


completed by Mr, C. E. Downey, B.E., of 
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Waterford, under the direction of Mr. 

Nicholas O’Dwyer, Consulting Engineer, and 

the County Surveyor, Mr. J. O’Rourke. It 

replaces the old bridge at the same spot, and 

is wide enough to carry several lines of traffic. 
NEW LIBRARY. 

At the western end of the bridge a new 
public library and book repository, built to 
the design of Mr. A. K. Sargent, of- Kill, over- 
looks the River Liffey. Constructed of rein- 
forced concrete, finished externally in snow- 
crete, with brick facings, and surmounted by 
an imposing parapet, the library stands in its

own grounds, bounded by plinth walls, with 
wrought iron railings. The residence of the 
County Librarian has been embodied as a 
component part of the structure, and there is 
direct access form office to residence. The 
main hall of the building gives entrance to 
the library offices and to a book repository 
on the ground floor, and from it an open 
staircase of pitch pine rises to the Newbridge 
Branch Library and to another book reposi- 
tory, which is served by a self-sustaining lift, 
on the next floor, The general contractor was 
Mr. T, O’Reilly, of Kill, County Kildare. 
THE FACTORIES. 


At the further end of the town, and within i 
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the old barrack walls, Messrs. the Newbridge 
Cutlery Company maintain factory plant and 
buildings thta are in strange contrast to the 
delapidated buildings east of them. Here, in 
November last, production was started with 
about 36 dozen knives in an eight-hour day. 
Since that time the firm have turned out 
some 20,000 dozen knives, and production is 
now on the basis of almost 130 dozen per 
day. ' 

Cutlery, as we know it, is first rough- 


stamped from a steel bar, and after a multi- 


plicity of processes, including forging, glazing, 
polishing, in special machines supplied by 
Messrs. Walters and Dobson, of Sheffield, the 
steel blades are fitted with xylonite handles, 
already bored and shaped by other machines 
supplied by the same firm. In this connec- 
tion it is of note to learn that the local 
workers have quickly assimilated the details 
of manufacture, and in the handle-boring de- 
partment workers are shaping out eight 
handles a minute, or 480 handles an hour, 


EXPANSION. 

A recent expansion of the company is the 
installation of new plant at the cost of some 
thousands of pounds for silver, chromium and 
nickel plating. In this process the knives are 


suspended in a chemical solution, contained | 


in vats of mild, welded galvanised steel, the 
fumes given off during the process being 
drawn away by electrically-driven fans. The 
equipment in this department was supplied 
by Messrs. Industrial Units, of Sheffield. 
Among other firms who have been concerned 
in the construction of the plant are Messrs. 
McNally and Company, East Wall, Dublin 
(building); Messrs. Baird and Company, 
Abbey street, Dublin (heating, etc.); and 
Messrs. A.S.E.A., of Fleet street, Dublin 
(machinery ). 

Close to the Newbridge Cutlery Company’s 
premises are those of the Irish Last Company, 
which firm specialises in shoe and boot lasts. 
Although only recently established it, too, is 
making headway in training local workers in 
a trade that is new to them. 

ROPES. 

Last, but not by any means least, among 
the new industries at Newbridge is Irish 
Ropes, Ltd., which, starting two years ago 
with a staff of eight workers, now carries 
150 adult male workers on its pay roll. This 
company, which is undes the c eager ses of 
Mr, Arthur Cox, solicitor, Dublin, and which 
has: among its directors Major Henry, Mr. 
John O’Neill and Mr. P. J. Doyle, was 
recently the subject of a great deal of interest

for the betterment of industry generally, and 
the relations between master and man par- 
ticularly. These ideas, with the co-operation 
of his fellow-directors, he has translated into 
effect at Newbridge. Briefly, they: may be 
said to increase labour costs and reduce 
machine costs; and, if one is to judge by 
results, these are the facts that the factory 
has doubled its output each year, and is 
now enga on extensions which will bring 
the total floor space of the building up to 
an acre and a half. 


RAW MATERIALS. 

Mr. Jones, who is in the sixth generation 
of a family concerned with rope-making in 
Liverpool, erected the whole of the actual 
plant and machinery at Newbridge, and is 
now turning out some two thousand tons of 
rope per annum. In addition, all the binder- 
twiné requirements of the country are being 
met by the factory. Raw materials are im- 

rted*from Kenya, Portuguese West Africa, 
Seon and the Philippines. They consist 
mostly of sisal and hemp grasses, and after 
over a dozen intricate processes, including 
combing, drawing, spinning and twisting, are 
distributed all over the country in qualities 
ranging from calendar cords to hempen ropes 
two inches thick.

Partridges, whose. doom is ushered in 
to-morrow, have.increased during recent 
years in Ireland. This is due to the game 
protection now in force. During the much 
talked of years of “ troubles ’’ in Ireland, 
when possession of firearms Was pro- 
hibited, almost all kinds of. birds increased. 
This, however,. does not apply to the 
Capercailzie, whose: re-introduction in 
Scotland has been successfully achieved. 
In Ireland all attempts at introducing 
both Capercailzie and. black :game haye 
failed. th the late Lord Powerscourt 
and the late Major Bryan Cooper en- 
deavoured to put these birds on the map 
of Ireland, but without success. They 
brought over eggs which were hatched 
out in Wicklow, and Sligo, too, but. the 
birds did not ‘survive. . Yet- the Caper- 
cailzie must, in the dim and distant ages, 
have inhabited this country, just as wel] 
as Scotland. For Capercailzie is a word 
of Gaelic origin, meaning ‘‘ Cock of the 
Wond.”’ The bird flourished all over 
Scotland, from Angus to Ardamurchan, in 
early times, according to the best authori- 
ties. He is said to have disappéared from 
Scotland early in the eighteenth century. 
He was not seen again for a hundred’ years 
or more, until his re-introduction was 


effected in 1836. He is now as numerous : 


as he was in his early days in Scotland. 
The Capercailzie is, I think, a bird that 
should flourish in pine woods.

Misused Holidaus 


Specialists on heart troubles, writes a 
correspondent, have been ventilating their 
views recently in official journals on the 
misuse that people this summer have been 
making of their holidays. They state that 
nqt only the middle-aged, but the younger 
folk, yielding to the craze for ‘‘hiking,”’ 
impose on their hearts a strain that leaves 
them less fit for sustained work after 
holidays than they were before they 
started. Experienced practitioners seem 
to be unanimous in declaring that one of 
the best things that men come to learn 
is a knowledge of their -own bodies. - 
Medical science remains an almost un- 
known field to the average man, and he 
makes use of his faculties and his physi- 
cal powers as though they were the 
creatures of his will, and _ utterly 
unrelated to the ordinary laws of the uni- 
verse. To go from long days of seden- 
tary employment to a week or fortnight of 
vigorous exercise is to put so great a 
strain on the physica] organism as must 
either result in immediate collapse or in 
irremediable injury for the remainder of 
life. With young men, particularly, it is 
a custom, on setting out on a long walking 
excursion or a mountain clifhb, to begin 
with a great burst of speed, instead of 
gradually increasing the pace after the 
body has adapted itself to the task before 
it. Among all classes of the community, 
and in both sexes. holidays are begun in 
something of the same manner—with an 
ardour for excursions and an enthusiasm 
for exercise that are dangerous to health 
and are in direct. violation of one of 
Nature’s simplest laws.

Irish Free State. The fact is that the 
Belfast Co-operative Society, which has 
recently been visited bv ‘the American 
Commission on Co-operative Organisation. 
is easily the outstanding example of co- 
operative effort in this country. The 
Belfast Co-operative Society started its 
career in a very modest way in 1889, and 
it now owns shops in all parts of the city. 
in addition to the imposing central 
premises in York street. Much of the 
credit for this remarkable expansion of 
business is due to Mr. W. J. McGuffin, 
who has been president of the Society for 
more than twenty-five years. During those 
twenty-five years Mr. McGuffin has seen 
the organisation grow from a few small 
shops to be the largest distributive agency 
in Belfast, and it was under his inspiring 
leadership that the Society was a pioneer 
in the milk distribution business in that 


city.

H ANDICAPPING in the Tourist Trophy 
‘race gets better every year. In mak- 
ing that statement I am bearing in mind 
the fact that the bigger the entry the 
easier it is to have a shorter space of time 
between the finishers. For example, last 
year—when ten drivers finished in ap- 
proximately ten and a half minutes—com- 
pares favourably with 1931, when ten 
drivers finished within nine and three- 
quarter minutes; for there were only 57 
entries last: year and in 1931 there 
were 51. 

I have compiled a table showing the 
intervals of time between the first and 
tenth finishers in every year since the 
Tourist Trophy was taken to the Ards 
circuit, giving the number of entries in 
parentheses after the year.

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ls Democracy Doomed? 


It must be very warm at this time of 
year in Campagna, and one should 
imagine that the inhabitants would be 
cooling themselves with those delightful 
Neapolitan ices rather than working them- 
selves into a frenzy over political speeches. 


Signor Mussolini, however, cares nothing 


for the physical comfort of the Italian 
people, and yesterday, in the little town 
of Avellino, he delivered himself of one of 
those passionate utterances of which he is 
such an acknowledged master. His theme 
concerned itself with the achievements of 
Fascism after fourteen years of that fate- 
ful experiment. He said nothing of the 
stock arguments that are used in support 
of the Fascist system. He did not even 
mention the fact that the trains run to 
time nowadays in blackshirt Italy. All 
the emphasis of his speech, according to 
the necessarily abridged reports that have 
reached us, was laid on the military 
results of his régime. Italy, he declared, 
was anxious to live in peace with every- 
body—for as long. as- possible; but she 
could not subscribe to the ‘‘ absurd idea 
of perpetual peace,” which was contrary 
to Fascist doctrine. Her empire, continued 
the Duce, had not been built up around 
diplomatic conference tables; it had. 
sprung from five glorious victories; and, 
while Signor Mussolini promised nothing, 
it was evident from the tone of his remarks 
that, if the Italian people should behave 
themselves properly, there might be more 
victories to follow. The sources of the 
five victories were not disclosed. Certainly 
they were not in the World War; so one 
must presume that Signor Mussolini was 
talking about the feats of arms of Marshal 
Badoglio and General Graziani against 
the Abyssinians—feats about which he 
might have been expected to remain dis- 
creetly quiet. He informed his perspiring 
audienve that the Army manceuvres had 
been conducted in a spirit of ‘‘ vibrant 
enthusiasm ’’ ; that Italy, although strong, 
must become still stronger, until she 
should be able to look any destiny straight 
in the face; and that, finally, as a result 
of fourteen years of Fascism, the Govern- 
ment within a few hours could mobilise 
eight million men. 


Those well-intentionéd persons who are 
inclined to flirt with Fascism on the 
grounds that it respects the rights of 
private property, and stands more or less 
for the established order of things in the 
world, ought to ponder Signor Mussolini’s 
words with some care. The Duce has one 
admirable quality ; he never either minces 
his words or seeks to conceal his real 
intentions behind a facade of hypocritical 
phrases. He probably is the only states- 
man in the world to-day who tells the 
blunt truth. His conception of Fascism, of 
the corporative State, of authoritarianism, 
of totalitarianism, or whatever one chooses 
to call it, is a reign of stark force. There 
is no ethic in his cosmos. The people of 
any given State are to be treated as so 
many dumb cattle—to be driven hither 
and thither as the dictator wishes to drive 
them. The leader personifies the State; 
and the State is God. All the life of the 
nation, as Signor Mussolini told the 
people of Avellino, must be subordinated 
to the one great ideal—not only the 
majesty, but the expansion of the Fascist 
State. Naturally, the inevitable coro.- 
lary of this theory is war. We already 
have experienced some of the first fruits 
of Fascism in the completely cynical 
seizure of Abyssinia by the Italian Army. 
Doubtless, we shall experience some more 
of them when General von Blomberg has 
his plans completed, and the German 
High Command decides to pick a quarrel 
with Russia. Fascism means war. Let

‘other—but between absolutism and democ-, 
racy. Modern democracy springs largely’ 
from the French Revolution, which was 
achieved in a welter of bloodshed and: 
horror. It was the spontaneous uprising. 


the gospel that was preached by Rousseau 
spread eventually to the ends of the 
civilised world. France to-day is the only 
—or almost the only—stronghold of 
democracy on the Continent of Europe. 
Great Britain and our own country, 
isolated for so many years by the sea, are 
sui generis. If France succumbs to either 
Fascism or Communism, civilisation well 
may despair. At the moment her position 
is precarious. For a long time the two 
extreme movements have been gathering 
force in France, and everybody now is 
watching events in Spain in the fear, or 
the hope, that their outcome may influence 
the course of the French people’s destiny. 
If the Spanish Government withstands the 
attack of General Franco and his 
auxiliaries, and if it can restore even a 
semblance of democratic rule in the 
Republic, France need not fear, and all 
will be well. If, on the other hand, the 
Spanish rebels establish a Fascist State in 
the peninsula, France will be placed in the 
gravest danger. She will be ringed about 
by a trio of Fascist States, who will 
control the Mediterranean, and her posi- 
tion in North Africa will be desperate. 
Furthermore, the abandonment of Spain 
to Communism would be almost equally 
dangerous ; for it might ignite the highly 
inflammable spirit of the extreme French 
Left. From the French point of view, 
and, therefore, from the point of view of 
what is left of European culture and 
civilisation—for if France goes everything 
will go—a Government victory in Spain, 
with the earliest possible return to 
democratic forms, is not only desirable, 
but essential. France does not want war ; 
the Fascist Powers are idealising it. As 
between the Fascist and the democratic 
philosophies, there can be only one choice 
for those who are not slaves. 


Mediation in Palestine 


A strenuous effort for peace in the 
Holy Land has been in progress for the 
last few days. We doubt very much if 
it will succeed. The réle of peacemaker is 
being played by Nuri Pasha, the Foreign 
Minister of Iraq, who is trying to establish 
a direct connection between the Higher 
Arab Committee and the British Govern- 
ment. He has devoted his energies, 
first, to the conversion of the Arabs, who 
have been divided for several days on the 
subject of his peace plan. From this 
morning’s news, however, it appears that 
they have been persuaded at last—as well 
they might be. Nobody ‘knows :; précitely 
what he is empowered to offer them in 
the way of terms, but well-informed cor- 
respondents suggest that the militant 
Arabs are being asked to call an end to 
their general strike and to their campaign 
of terrorism in return for a promise’ of 
Iraqi influence with Great Britain to stop 
any further entrance of Jewish immi- 
grants into Palestine. In other words, 
the Arabs will have won their case. The 
question which must occur to everyone 
concerns Nuri Pasha’s credentials. Is this 
peace-making effort his own inspiration, 
or has he some secret authorisation from 
the Government of Palestine—that is to 
say, from the British Government? If he 
is acting of his own accord, the British 
Government hardly can be expected to 
approve an agreement which would mean 
a complete surrender to the Arab ter- 
rorists ; and its express disapproval would 
be as likely as not to inflame the passions 
of the Arabs to an even hotter degree. On 
the other hand, is it credible that the 
British Government has given Nuri Pasha 
authority to arrange such an armistice? 
If he has been allowed to hint at the 
stoppage of Jewish immigration, we must 
assume that Great Britain is prepared to 
consider it; and Jews throughout the 
world will accuse her—not without justice 
—of a breach of faith. Even more serious, 
from the international point of view, is 
the impetus that an Arab victory of this 
kind would give to the establishment of 
an united and truculent Arab confedera- 
tion in the Near East and in Africa. As 
yet, indeed, no definite news has been 
vouchsafed concerning Nuri Pgsha’s man- 
date—if it is a mandate—and the time 
for judgment has not yet arrived. Yet 
it is significant that the Higher Arab 
Committee has consented to his terms, 
even if the rank and file of the terrorists, 
who have got out of hand long ago, may 
prefer to “stick to their guns.” There 
ig every reason to doubt whether these 
irresponsible rioters can be brought under 
control. So lately as on Friday night two 
British soldiers were killed in an encounter 
between their detachment and an Arab 
band, and earlier in the day there were 
numerous collisions, resulting. in many 
casualties. We shall learn soon if Nuri 
Pasha’s mediation is acceptable either to 
the roving Arab freebooters—or to Down- 
ing street.

War Relics 


The Great War ended eighteen years 
ago, but curious survivals of its horror 
linger. Every now and again comes a tale 
of some ship which has disappeared from 
the seas, and is believed to have struck a 
floating mine; and now a solemnly com. 
posed report from His Majesty's Inspectors

Unhappily, it has bequeathed 
hatred to the world, and suspicion, and a 
crazy outlook which cannot fail to breed 
further wars, and to postpone the millen- 
nium for which hundreds and thousands of 
honest men fought and died. Until those 
evil passions are’ likewise expléded the 
world cannot know rest. .,

Fiery Football 

The football season officially has been 
launched, and this year its intrusion may 
be taken in particularly bad part by those 
who prefer to play the less continuously 
violent game of cricket. Just as summer 
has bégun to live up to the reputation 
assigned to it by weather experts, and 
cricket clubs, impoverished by weeks of 
“no play,” are making a final spasmodic 
effort to rig some barricade against the 
wolf's winter visit to the door, August 
29th comes round, and the League football 
matches start to exert their magnetic 
attraction upon the sporting public. In 
this struggle for gold cricket, indeed, is 
fighting under a huge handicap; for her 
returns depend entirely on the sun, and 
any thinking man, woman or child who 
depends on the sun these days cannot be 
thinking very hard. If cricketers were 
content to play in the rain, they might be 
provided with some kind of artificially 
surfaced wicket; but one fears that they 
would perform their graceful evolutions 
before an audience composed of the 
opposing team, muffled to the eyes in the 
pavilion. Nobody else would be there to 
cheer. The rival football, however, can 
be played almost under any circumstances 
with the possible exception of an iron 


| frost ; and, under any circumstances, there 


will be a large number of hardy fans who 
will have come to learn the destiny of their 
pool tickets. At the moment the fans are 
clothed in open-necked shirts and tennis 
shoes ; but, as the autumn wears on—and 
the excitement becomes more intense—they 
will change to two overcoats and a pair of 
ear muffs with all the nonchalance in the 
world. Cricket, then, having been very 
nearly dead for most of the summer, now 
must die in earnest. Cricketers can put 
away their almost unused implements 
with the cold comfort that the implements 
will do for next year; and through the 
| long dark months to come they can run 
| auction sweeps on the number of gallons 
of rain that will fall next year upon those 
implements. | 


THE KING’S YACHT. IN 
A ROUGH SEA 


GREEK ESCORT VESSELS 
TURN BACK 


From Revter’s CoRRESRONDENT. 
ATHENS, Sunday. 


The King’s yacht, which left Phaleron Bay 
last night for the island of Skyathos 
(Skyros), where the poet, Rupert Brooke, is 
l-uried, is now encountering bad weather and 
rough seas. As a result both the yacht and 
the first Greek destroyer flotilla, which, by 
orders of the Government, was escorting the 
Nahlin to Skyathos, were obliged to reduce 
speed very considerably during the night, 
and this morning had only reached the 
southern point of the peninsula of Euboea. 

King Edward, therefore, sent a wireless 
message to-day to the King of Greece and to 
Gereral Metaxas, the Premier, thanking them 
very warmly for their courtesy in providing 
the escort, and suggesting that, in view of the 
pad weather, it was not necessary for them 
to accompany the Nahlin any further. 

Orders were then dispatched from Athens 
to the flotilla leader, Hydra, to comply with 
King Fdward’s suggestion, and the escort 
was withdrawn.

Russia’s Purge 


The political purge in Russia continues 
apace, and it seems that there will be 
numerous trials and executions in the 
course of the next few days. It is 
rumoured that the loyalty of the leaders of 
the Red Army is not altogether above 
suspicion, and that Stalin has summoned 
General Tukhachevsky to his presence with 
a view of making full inquiries as to the 

sition. Already several officers have 
gs placed under arrest pending 
examination. Among these are several 
men who were friends with the Reichswelir 
leaders in Germany before Herr Hitler 
appeared on the scene, and consequently 
they are suspect. Tukhachevsky, who is 
looked upon as the Field Marshal of the 
Red Army, came to London for King 
George's funeral as representing Russia, 
when he carried his baton in the proces- 
sion. 


Trotsky’s Fate 


M. Trotsky will have to leave Norway, 
but where he will go is a puzzle; though 
it may be that the French Government will 
be invited to give him a home, an imvita- 
tion which would certainly be refused if 
the Soviet Government had its way. It 
is evident that the terms of the Russian 
Note to the Norwegian Government will 
have an effect, and the once creat 
Bolshevik leader will be asked to go e|se- 
where as soon as is convenient for him 
not before. It is nearly twenty-four years 
ago that M. Trotsky arrived in London, 
and met Lenin for the first time at the 
latter’s lodgings in Bloomsbury. M. 
Trotsky was then a strong and healthy 
young man, whereas to-day he is a invalid 
and moves about with difficultv. His 
mental powers, however, remain un- 
impaired. 


Mr. Lester's Troubles 


Two Welsh Labour members of Parlia- 
ment—Mr. Arthur Jenkins and Mr.

The New German Ambassador 


When Herr von Ribbentrop takes up his 
office as German Ambassador in London 
he may be accompanied by several 
members of the big personal staff who 
have been working with him since he 
entered upon his political career just over 
three years ago. He is expected to take 
frequent journeys between London and 
Berlin to make personal reports to Herr 
Hitler, who places a high value upon his 
opinions. In order to facilitate the 
journeys to Berlin, it is understood tiat 
the special aeroplane allotted to him wi! 
be constantly at his disposal. He is no 
stranger to London, having been here on 
several occasions, while evidence of his 
desire to bring about an improvement in 
Anglo-German relations was _ provided 
during the negotiations leading to tie 
naval agreement between the two countries 
last year.

<8 (yrs policy is of still closer and 
‘more active relations With our 
allies ot the Little Entente and the Balkan 
Entente, with Poland, with Great Britain, 
and, above all, with France, to whom we 
are bound inextricably by all our interests 
and ideals—of friendly relations with all 
States, with the Soviet Republics, and 
with our neighbours—these are the per- 
manent aims of our foreign policy. 

“The immovable foundations of our 
foreign policy are the strengthening ol 
existing alliances, active collaboration in 
supporting the League of Nations, and in 
all attempts to organise the undivided 
front of collective peace and security.” 

This declaration is made in an official 
statement on the Rumanian Cabinet 
changes by M. Tatarescu, who said: 

‘‘In order to cover the last lap our 
Government thought it. necessary to make 
considerable changes in the Cabinet. The 
new team will follow the same internal 
and foreign policy, in the same frame- 
work, as when I took over power three 
years ago. The closer collaboration 
realised in the making of the new Cabinet 
will make sure of maximum unity and 
activity by the Government in all its 
actions. ; 

“The Government will continue the 
same foreign policy as all Rumanian 
Governments, that which M. Titulescu has 
carried on recently. We take this occasion 
to express our complete gratitude to him 
for the great services which he did to 
his country and Government during the 
time we have worked with him.”’ 


THE CHANGES 


The members of the new Government 
arrived in Sinaia at midnight, and were 
immediately received at the Royal Palace, 
where the Ministers took the oath of 
loyalty to King Carol. 

In the new Cabinet M. Georges Tatarescu 
is President of the Council and War 
Minister, and M. Jean Incoulet is 
Minister of State and Vice-President of 
the Council. M. Victor Antonescu takes 
the place of the veteran, M. Titulescu, as 
Minister for Foreign Affairs.

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DOWN ON EDGE OF 
ARABIAN DESERT 
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HE British air liner Horsa, the disappearance of which resulted 
in a week-end of apprehension, has 


en found. 


After a long and anxious search by aeroplanes, seaplanes and 
warships a'ong the desolate Arabian coast of the Persian Gulf, the 
liner was discovered early yesterday by the Royal Air Force. 


Her eight passengers and crew of four, who spent a day and 
. part of two nights in the desert, far from civilisation, were all re-. 


The liner was located forty miles south of Salwa Wells, Doha. 


Doha lies on the coast-line of the 
Arabian desert. 

Imperial Airways made the following 
oe announcement to the Press yester- 

ay :— 

“The air liner Horsa, which was re- 
ported overdue at Bahrein yesterday, 
landed at a point approximately 100 miles 
south of Bahrein. All pessengers and 
crew are safe and unhurt. The Imperial 
Airways liner Atalanta and ah R.A.F. 
aeroplane are proceeding to the point. It 
is not yet known whether Horsa. is able 
to proceed.” 

An official of the company said that 
there had been no real anxiety about the 
safety of the air liner.

CONDEMNATION BY C.N.T.

BARCELONA, Sunday. 


In an important manifesto published to- 
day the C.N.T. (National Confederation of 
Labour) condemns illegal violence on the 
part of its members. It adds_ that 
‘*monstrous acts ” are being done in the 
name of the C.N.T., and in the names of 
other organisations which do not support 
them, and have no intention of doing so. 

The Confederaticn announces, therefore, 
that it ““ will not tolerate under any pre- 
text anyone using our name who is not 
entitled to do so.” 

The ‘‘ monstrous acts ” are said to in- 
clude ‘‘house searches and indescribable 
tragedies based on old personal grudges, 
and shootings, or rather assassinations, 
carried, out by Fascists wearing militia 
uniform, and having C.N.T. identification 
cards in their pockets.’’

It will consider 
as rebels all those who perform any of 
the disgraceful acts which we have 
enumerated, and will hand them over so 
that the most severe justice may be meted 
out.’

Starvation, internal strife, arid the 
perpetual menace of bombardment over- 
head and of mine explosions underground, 
are the daily lot of the insurgent defenders 
of the Alcazar, the historic Moorish 
citadel of Toledo, according to a French 
correspondent. 

He observed that the principal facade of 
the Alcazar has been totally destroyed by 
Government fire. | 

Sefior Joseph Vega, the Loyalist 
Governor of the province, told him that 
there are 1,300 people in the Alcazar, 
where a small force of insurgents has been 
holding out for weeks against - the 
encircling Government troops. He said 
they included three hundred women and 
children who have taken refuge in under- 
ground cellars. Some of them may have 
been suffocated to death under the ruins, 
which are constantly falling as the result 
of bombardments. 

The Governor said it would be impossible 
to take the Alcazar in a few hours, but 
that it is mined with six hundred pounds 
of explosive, so that efforts are being made 
to force the surrender of the besieged in- 
surgents. 

Daily fights are going on, he said, in 
Alcazar itself among the besieged, as a 
proportion of them want to surrender. 

A “‘ great victory ” is claimed to have 
been won by the Government forees in 
Huesca Province over an insurgent column 
which was tryi g to raise the seige of the 
town of Huesca. The rebels are claimed

Indeed, 
for some time to come, every German 
move will be regarded in the light of that 
dramatic stroke which did so much to 
accession to the agreement for non-inter- 
accession to the agrement for non-inter- 
vention in Spain. Yet it is something on 
the right side that the German Govern- 
ment should have taken the opportunity of 
Dr. Schacht’s “courtesy visit ’’ to explain 
to M. Blum and his colleagues the German 
view of recent happenings and of future 
possibilities, and that the French states- 
men, without committing themselves, should 
have listened to what Dr. Schacht had 
to say, and should have made their own 
observations in exchange. 

The thesis that German militarism is 
mainly, or even to any great extent, a re- 
action to economic pressufe, a way of es- 
caping economic suffocation, cannot have 
been found very convincing by the French 
statesmen to whom it was expounded. 
They may well have thought that Ger- 
many’s present economic difficulties are to 
a great extent the result of her own striv- 
ings for national self-sufficiency and her 
experiments in creating a closed economy. 
No doubt, the truth lies between them.

MORE NEWCOMERS THAN 
CORK’S POPULATION

F tle many surprises which have been 
spru:g by the publication of the 
second Census of Saorstat Eireann,- none 
is so startling as the fact that the popula- 
tion of the City and County of Dublin 
increased by, no less than 81,000 persons 
since 1926. When Corporation housing 
and water supply reports, and other 
official documents, mentioned estimated in- 
creases of 4,000 or 5,000 persons yearly, 
the general tendency was to regard such 
figures as excessive. 

Now we have the certified fact that the 
average increase has exceeded 8,000 new 
residents yearly, and some evidence to 
show that the yearly influx is now in excess 
of that figure. Consequently, Ministers

In order to gain some measurement of 
the revolution which has recently been _wit- 
nessed in metropolitan development, let us 
ask ourselves what would authoritative 
witnesses who gave evidence to the Greater 
Dublin Commission in 1925 have proposed 
if they had foreseen that the numerical 
equivalent of the entire population of Cork 
City would be transferred to Greater 
Dublin within ten years. - For that ia 
almost precisely what. has occurred. To-day 
the. citizens of Cork number 80,713. 
Within ten years the citizens of Dublin 
increased by 81,346! And nobody guessed 
that such augmentation—of primary and 
fundamental importance to the organisa- 
tion of every phase of civic government— 
were 1n progress! 


“GREATER DUBLIN” 


Dealing, as we are, with precise figures, 
it is desirable to be not less precise as to 
their relevant facts. The term “ Greater: 
Dublin ” has been loosely applied. For 
the purpose of this contribution it is 
simply definable in terms which corre- 
spond to census areas. 

It includes the Corporation area, the 
Borough of Dun Laoghaire, the urban 
district of Howth, the rural districts of 
North and South Dublin (which imme- 
diately adjoin the city, and the rur2] 
district of Rathdown No. 1, which incluc - 
the coastal area and its hinterlar?s 
between Dun Laoghaire and Bray. | 

It omits the rural districts of Balrotherv 
and Celbridge, which so far remain outs: ” 
the citty’s dormitory environment. 

Following these boundary lines

used to reinforce Dun Laoghaire’s claim for 
a considerable extension of its urban 
boundaries. 

Correspondingly there is the fact that 
the’ North Dublin area—the “ rural” 
fringe which the Corporation sees no 
reason to provide with municipal services— 
has acquired 3,000 new residents in ten 
years. 

In the aggregate the significant fact is 
disclosed that over 79,000 new Greater 
Dublin residents, requiring, say, 16,000 
new homesteads, have been added to the 
city and its semi-urbanised areas within 
ten years. 


| KERNEL OF THE PROBLEM 


But the reader may ask: “ Why attach 
such importance to the mere fringes of the 
Metropolitan Census? What about the 
big, hard kernel? What about the 63,000 
extra residents who, within ten years, have ' 
been packed into a city which was supposed 
to suffer badly from overcrowding ten 
years ago? 

“Where has housing accommodation 
been found inside the crowded city area 
for the 12,000, or 13,000, families who have

Or, having regard to such new and un- 
suspected aggregations of needs, is it any 
wonder that the unprecedented housing 
activities of public authorities and sub- 
sidised speculative builders have failed to 
make any discernible impression on over- 
crowded slum areas? 

Or, again, need we be surprised that a 
period of unprecedented industrial enter- 
prise has . proceeded pari passu with 
increasing demands for the relief of un 
employment ? : 

And, finally, if the present rate of influx 
continues, what hope is there that Greater 
Dublin is likely to attain safe economic 
conditions ? 

In the course of a few months, when 
more complete census information as to the 
character of immigration, the classification 
of immigrants’ ages and sources of liveli- 
hood, and other relevant, social and 
economic census data become available, it 
may be possible to approach the answers 
to such complex and _ inter-dependent 
questions. 


MORE DETAILS AWAITED 


Experience has shown the dangers of 
founding policies and programmes on the 
basis of ad hoc assumptions and imperfect 
data. To repeat such blunders on the 
foundations of the admittedly incomplete, 
though invaluable, information which we 
owe to the labours of Mr. Staniey Lyon 
and his staff would merely be to cultivate 
further dangerous conclusions. 

Meanwhile, however, the facts so far as- 
certained are of first importance to the 
members of the Greater Dublin Tribunal. 
whose report on the organisation of Local 
Government in the city and county is in 
course of preparation. Viewed as data 
which is immediately relevant to questions 
of future boundaries and joint services 
the contents of the census papers are 
probably more important than are all the 

onderous. volumes of evidence so 
aboriously collected at all the sittings of 
the Commission. 

In so far as the census figures confirm 
and amplify the belief that Dublin acts 
more strongly every year as a magnet to 
draw new sources of vitality from rural 
areas, and to incur correspondingly greater 
responsibilities, the facts now ascertained 
will serve to impress Mr. Gavan Duffy 
and his colleagues with the national], as 
distinct from the merely municipal, char- 
acter of the problems which call for sola- 
tion. 

And, in so far as the new data show

PLEA FOR COLLECTIVE: 
BARGAINING 


LTHOUGH the Civic Guards found it 
A necessary to remove two members of 
the large crowd which attended the 
Irish Christian Front meetigg in Co 
Green, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, all the 
speakers got a good reception. A few inter- 
rupters interjected remarks about James 
Connolly, but, beyond this, the proceedings 
were undisturbed. 

Resolutions were adopted with enthusiasm 
expressing sympathy with the Cardinal 
Primate of Spain; warning international 
Communists to keep “hands off Ireland,” 
and urging employers and employés to unite 
.for collective bargaining as a means of social 
progress. 

Mr. P. Belton, T.D., who presided, said 
that the quiet and peaceful introduction of 
Communism into Spain had led to the present 
upheaval there, and a similar attempt was 
being made to introduce it into Ireland by 
trained agitators. It was time for them to 
sound the note of warning in Ireland. Com- 
munism as practised in Russia, China, 
Mexico and Spain, must be defined for the 
Irish people, so that when they were asked 
to ni ae a choice they would know exactly 
what they were doing. 


ORGANISATION’S OBJECT 


The straight question as to whether the 
Communistic doctrine was a denial of God 
and the extermination of religion must be 
given a definite answer. The Irish Christian 
Front had been founded to put that question, 
and the meeting was called to expose the 
deceptive tactics of the Communist emissaries 
werking here under various guises. Once 
the deception was unmasked the Irish public. 
would do the rest. 

There were many g in this country 
who differed from the Government’s policy 
ot ‘‘sanctions’’ against Italy and the con- 
tinuance of special trade agreements with 
the anti-God Government of Spain, but they 
recognised that it was the Government's 
right to govern when it had been given a 
democratic majority. They felt sure that 
the Government was as much opposed to 
Communism and all it stood for as they 
were, and they appreciated the difficulties of 
its task in existing circumstances.

The forces in Europe to-day were lining 
up in two camps. Peace was trembling in 
the balance.

Although the Government had de- 
clared neutrality, they (the Christian Front) 
could assist in providing an ambulance and 
giving _ to their ruined fellow-Catholics 
and to such of the bishops, nuns, and priests 
as were left alive. 

The news which had been broadcast from 
the Vatican made it clear that the Church 
was undergoing terrible. perfhcution from 
the “Red ” power in Spain, the supporters 
of which in England and in this country 
were straining every nerve to misrepresent 
the situation. They were drawing red her- 
rings in shoals across the trail. The argu- 
ment was used that the so-called Government 
in Spain was democratic because it repre- 
sented the will of the masses. As a matter 
of fact, it was a minority Government. 

The “ Reds” in Spain had the moral and 
financial support of Russia, France, and 
England behind them. The English Press, 
with the exception of the Daily Mail, had 
been full of lying propaganda — In this 
country also there had been lying propa- 


ganda.

ELECTRICITY GRID 


The Northern Ireland Electricity Board, 
which is a statutory non-profit making 
Board established by the Northern 
Government, under the jurisdiction of the 
Ministry of Commerce, to provide for 
electricity development in the North, is 
rapidly completing its main scheme. 

This provides for two circuits, operated 
from the Harbour Electricity Station of 
the Belfast Corporation and by the 
Londonderry Electrcity Station, with al 
connecting link in the vicinity of Omagh, 
The Belfast station not only supplies thé 
growing demands for the city of Belfast, 
but a large portion of Antrim, Down, 
Armagh and Tyrone. The Derry station 
supplies Derry city and part of Co. Derry, 
and Tyrone, and eventually it is proposed 
to extend the transmission lines to Ennis« 
killen and other parts of Fermanagh. In 
addition to these two main sources of 
supply the Antrim Electricity Supply 
Co., a separate undertaking, provides 
electricity for the larger portion of Co.

THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 


The abatement of the smoke nuisance in 
Belfast, has been urged by the Medical 
Superintendent Officer of Health for the 
city (Dr. C. S. Thomson, M.D.) in his 
annual report. 

He attributes the nuisance mainly to 
the emission of black smoke from factory 
chimneys, which cause marked atmo- 
spheric pollution, with injury to the health 
of the citizens, especially young children. 
He suggests as a cure the installation of 
boilers of sufficient power, so that they 
need not be forced, and also the use of 
mechanical stokers. A more effective 
method would be the substitution of elec- 
tricity for the old coal steam boilers. Many 
of the large factories in Belfast have dis- 
persed with coal boilers as motive power, 
and have installed electric equipment. 
They take electricity in bulk from the Bele 
fast Corporation Electricity Station, and, 
by introducing a transformer, get sufh- 
cient power to run thousands of machines 
with the complete elimination of smoke. 
The cost of making a transfer from coal 
boilers to electricity is heavy, and in this 
connection assistance might be given either 
by the Northern Government or the Bel- 
fast Corporation, or both. For capital im- 
provements of this kind loans should be 
made available for manufacturers similar 
to those granted under the Loans Guaran- 
tee Act, at. reduced interest, while the Bel« 
fast Electricity Department might help by 
a lower rate, as an inducement, for a 
number of years for bulk supplies of 
electricity: In these modern days.there 1s 
no excuse for polluting the atmosphere 
with factory smoke when other and more 
efficient methods are available. Greater 
use could also be made of electric and 
gas fires in homes, instead of coal fires,

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, . the Feasa Correspondent 
says :— 


If the birds moult during the summer or in 
the warm weather, they will not need 
artificial helps to effect a quick recovery, 
provided they are properly fed and com- 
fortably housed. Many people complain 
that their pullets which have been 
hatched the previous December or 
January moult in the following August 
or September. Provided they will moult 
in-either of these months, there is not 
a lot to complain cf: the difficulty is 
when they wait until mid-winter before 
shedding their plumage. If it is got over 
early, and this can be helped by movmg 
the birds, the output of winter eggs 
should not suffer by pullets that moult at 
the same time as the hens.
